Eie Information which your office Is currently receiving from your informants 
regarding the activities of various- 'individuals should he carefully analyzed to 
determine whether such Individuals are potentially dangerous. I cannot emphasize 
too strongly that the responslhlllty for the inclusion of all such individuals 
In the Secvirity Index rests with the respective offices. 



In this same connection, the Btcreau desires that subjects of espionage 
Investigations he included in the Security Index in accordance vith instructions

Very shortly it will no longer loe necessary for the field to prepare 
the 5 X 8 Security Index cards. The Bureau vill in the future furnish those pre- 
pared cardG to the field. By SAC Letter 97, Series 19'';9, you vere advised that 
the Bureau had set up the Security Index on IBM tahulatins cards at the Seat 01 
Goveronent. This system is in the process of expansion and as a result the Bureau 
will prepare the cards. It is expected that this system will he in operation, 
within the next few weeks, however, until you actually receive the cards from 
the Bureau-attached to the copy of form ED-122 you -Bill continue to prepare your 
own. This T)ractice will at first he instituted with recormendations for new 
Security Index cards, later for changes to existing cards, and eventually it Is 
anticipated that all exlstins cards in the field will "be replaced oy the cards, 
nade at the Bureau. This change in procedure is hoth heneficial and necessary 
because of the increasing numher of individuals in the Index, the increasing 
activities of the Index as to changes and the greater deaiands placed upon the 
Security Index, The sheer volume' of detail In handling the Index requires greater

Hames and Aliases on Security Index Cards and in Security Reports 

A recent review of security reports and Security Index cards at the 
Seat of GJoverrment has reflected a widespread confusion as to what is necessary 
end desirahle in the title of security reports and the names and aliases on 
Security Index cards. Two general errors have heen found, (l) attempting to 
"create" aliases by-making breakdowns of the fiill name of the subject and, 
(2) carrying, as the main name, a married woman under her husband's name^ The 
basic Bureau rule is that the full and correct name as well as all aliases should 
be set forth in the title of security cases In accordance with the Handbook 
Part I, Section 14-6, page 31. Therefore," under (l) above if a subject's full ' 
name was : " * '"i^- ^ that full name should be set forth and the break- 

downs of the name should not be shown as aliases, e.g. , *

noted that obvious misspelling of the subject's name and phonetic spellings of 
the name as obtained from confidential, informants have been set forth as aliases ♦ 
This is also undesirable. Of course, variations in spelling of a name as used 
by the subject himself should be shown as should nicknames and true aliases. In 
connection with the rule that aliases need not be set forth in 'titles of reports 
after they have once appeared therein except as in accord with the cited hand- 
book section there may be circumstances where for purposes of ready identification 
and clarity in communications that the full and correct name be followed in the . 
title by the conmon alias. The Bureau has in mind such cases as ^ i^ - 



where tlie individual has not had his or her name changed by legal process from 
the full and ci i-*rect name to the totally different one which the individual uses 
dally and is known by generally. In such instances it is permissible and 
desirable to carry in the title of reports and communications the full and 
correct name followed by the name coiimonly used. This practice should not be 
adopted promiscuously, however, and never in a case where the commonly used name 
-Is merely a variation or breakdown of the full and correct name. 

In connection with married women, the Bureau also desires that their 
full and correct name be set forth, and as aliases the fixLl maiden name and the 
husband *s name, for example, Mary Jane Doe, nee Mary Jane Boo, ^^r3. John Henry 
Doe. For each and every marriago that the woman subjoct has contracted at least 
two aliases will bo developed. Again any true aliases and nicknames should be 



Included. The practice of using as the main name on married vomen the name of 
her hushand la ohjectlonahle for two reasons: (l).ln the eyes of the lav Mrs. 
John Henry Doe Is not any one specific individual and (2) It has caused consider- 
ahle confusion In the past In reporting information and definitely identifying 
Information vith a specific individual. 

It Is not desired that any project he instituted to correct or change 
titles of all your Security Index cards and cases at the present time. Bbvever, 
the next tine each case comeB up for attention for address checks , reporting, or 
other reasons, the title must he thoroughly analyzed and if action is necessary 
to complete or change the name or delete names that are not In fact aliases, it 
should he done at that time* 

It Is emphasized that this vttole discussion of titles relates solely^ 
to titles in security reports on individuals and to titles on Security Index . 
cards. It in no manner affects or relates to the general indexing procedures of 
your office or of xhe Bureau. j 

This review of the security cards has also revealed that many cards 
are Incomplete in diverse items of information. This is especially true of such 
items of information as date of hlrth, place of hirth, citizenship status, 
employment and employment address. Again no project is desired at this time to 
hrlng all these data up to date hut when- each individual case comes up for 
attention the Security Index card should he reviewed to determine that the Bureau 
has heen advised of all available and necessary data for the completion of the 
card and if this has not heen done an appropriate form ED-122 should he executed. 

"" - '■ . . 

The Security Index is the very heart of the Internal Security Program. ^ 
I again wish to reiterate the need and the importance of maintaining the Security 
Index in an up-to-date and current status at all times. The data appearing on 
the card must he factually correct and every effort should he made to conform 
vith the standard procedures in the handling of this program. The index, of 
course, must he in such a condition that it can he put to use immediately in the 
event of an emergency. 

It is desired that these matters relating to the Security Index and 
security cases he hrought to the attention of Agents working on these activities 
and that these instructions he thoroughly tnderstood hy them. You will he hel^ 
personally responslhle to ascertain that this is done.

Reference is made to SAC Letter #li3. Series 19^0, dated July 11, 
I9S0, Page #7, Paragraph L, which pertains to the Seciirity Index and which 
instructed that the previous criteria used* to determine who shoiild be 
investigated were to be broadened^ Further reference is made to SAC 
latter #U8, Series 19^0, dated July 25, 1950, which provides that present 
or alleged members of the Communist Party, the Socialist Workers Party and 
the Independent Socialist League are to be investigated with a view toward 
including them in the Security Index* This letter pointed oiit that the 
Bureau will now consider for. the Security Index individuals who are present, 
active» participating members of the Communist Party or related zroups or 
those who actively espouse the line* of those groups. 

In order that the effect of the foregoing instructions on the 
/security work of the New lork Office may be seen, theV^oUowing information 
/is set forth,

It will be recalled that i» April, 19U8, the New York Office reviewed 
an approximate total of 119,000 closed and pending files in the and - 

classifications. From these about 23,000 mimeographed forms were prepared 
indicating the identities of those individuals who should be incltided in the 
Communist index. Of the 28,000 forms completed, 3,65U were determined to 
pertain to subjects who fell within the category of those who should be 
considered subjects of Security Index cards (these categories were set 
forth on Page of SAC Letter #57, Series 19ii8). Active cases ware opened 
on all of the 3,65U individuals mentioned above. 

Of the approximately 1,700 Security Matter cases pending in this 
office on July 31, 1950, it is estimated that about 1,200 fall within the 
category outlined in the above-mentioned SAC Letter #57« Although this 
backlog is steadily being decreased, it is noted that many cases included 
in this 1,200 are new ones in this category which have come to the attention 
of this office since April, 19U8 and which are not included in the 3,65U 
originally opened. It is believed that the subjects of these cases, being 
more potentially dangerous to the country* should be cleaned ud befdre ^ ^

Jtaly 25, 1950# With the present Manpower available, it is estimated that it 
will take ten months to clean up these cases since it is necessary to work 
thea concurrently with leads on cases originating in other field divisions^ 

With regard to the new policy and instmctions set forth in SAC 
Letter #U8, the following figures are set forth in an attempt to estimate 
the potential Security Matter case openings in this of fice« At the present 
time there are approximately ii3,0(X) Communist Index cards • Based on a 
previous survey made at the time the Communist Index was set up, it is 
estimated that 1% or roughly 33,000 of these cards are on different 
individuals, the remaizujig ones being alias cards^ Included in this figure 
are cards on approximately 7 00- individuals i^ho are already the subjects 
of Security Index cards* It is further estimated that since April, 19l;8, 
investigations have been conducted on between 1,U00 and 1,500 individxials 
on whom no Security Index card was recommended* In addition, it is 
estimated that background investigations were conducted on approximately 
U,000 Communists in and V)hSm Therefore, it is estimated that the 

Communist Index contains approximately 25,000 cards on individuals who have 
not been investigated* Of course, an unknown percentage of these individuals 
have moved away from the New York area or are no longer active, participating 
aembers in tne Communist movement* 

In analysing the new Bureau instructions as they effect Security 
investigations in the New York Office, it was not deemed advisable to use 
the Commianist Index as a basis for brqadening the scope of Security investi- 
gations in view of the fact that SAC Letter #i|8 instructed that there should 
be considered for the Security Index individuals who are present, active, 
participating members of Comunist groups* It is believed that the best 
way to comply with tne Bureau instructions is to open these cases as 
information is received and larocessed indicating current Communist activity 
on the part of a subject* In this connection, it is noted that approximately 
1,000 pieces of infomation pertaining to individuals is received each month 
from informants of all types, that is, trash covers, technical surveillances 
and live informants* Ordinarily, this information is received on the more 
active Ccinmunists, many of whom are the subjects of dead ^ files but who 
have never been investigated because they did not fall within the previously 
mentioned category upon which case openings were based* It is contemplated, 
therefore, that cases will be opened for active investigation on these 
individuals as information is received indicating current activity on their 
part* It is estimated that this will result in cases being opeii^ed at the 
rate of UOO to 500 a month* In this connection, it is noted that from 
November, 19U9 to Llay, 1950, Security Matter cases were opened at the rate
